1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing, including a Sexton, a Constable and two Police 
Officers. 


2. To see if the Town will vote to accept the Budget 
as prepared by the Budget Committee. 


3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray Town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriation of the same.

Gentlemen: 


Submitted herewith is the report of the annual audit 
and examination of the accounts of the Town of Lyme, 
which was made by the Division of Municipal Accounting 
of the State Tax Commission in accordance with the vote 
of the town. This audit covered the period from October 
19, 19438, date of the previous audit by this Division, to 
October 17, 1944. The Exhibits and Schedules have been 
prepared, however, to present the financial activity of 
the town for the fiscal year ended January 31, 1944, and 
the period from February 1, 1944 to October 17, 1944. 


Scope of Audit 


Included in the audit and examination were the ac- 
counts and records of the Board of Selectmen, Tax Collec- 
tor, Town Clerk, Road Agent, Trustees of Trust Funds 
and Library Treasurer. 


Financial Statements 


Revised Balance Sheet—January 31, 1944: (Exhibit I) 

Certain changes were made in the Balance Sheet of 
January 31, 1944, as originally made out, which are re- 
flected in the Revised Balance Sheet presented in Exhibit 
I. These are as follows: 


Assets Increased: 


(1) Total ‘‘Uncollected Taxes’? account levies of 
1941 to 19438, inclusive, increased from $187.69 to 477.58, 
as a result of audit of the tax collector’s accounts. 


(2) Total “Unredeemed Taxes” account levies of 
1943, 1942, 1941, 1940 and previous years, increased 
from $1,956. 62 to $2,254.13. | 


(3) Inclusion of ‘‘Amount due from Grafton Coun- 
ty—$16.00.” 
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Liabilities Increased: 


(1) Increase of ‘“‘Balance of Appropriation due 
School District” from $3,697.00 to $3,747.00. 

(2) Inclusion of “Town Road Aid—Unexpended 
Balance—$352.91.” 

The decrease in Net Debt during the year ended Jan- 
uary 31, 1944, amounted to $6,609.29. 


Revenues, Appropriations and Expenditures—1943: 
(Exhibits IV and V) 


Comparative statements of appropriations and ex- 
penditures as well as estimated and actual revenues for 
the fiscal year ended January 31, 1944, are presented in 
Exhibits IV and V. 

As indicated by the Budget Summary in Exhibit V, 
an excess of actual revenues over estimated revenues of 
$2,016.30, and a net unexpended balance of appropria- 
tions of $404.72, resulted in a net budget surplus of 
$2,421.02. 


Ten Year Summaries of Indebtedness, Valuation 


and Taxes: (Exhibits II and III) 

Summary statements of Indebtedness, Valuation and 
Taxes, covering a ten year period, prepared from reports 
on file in the office of the Tax Commission, are presented 
in Exhibits II and III. 


Audit Procedure 


The accounts and records of all town officials 
charged with the custody, receipt and disbursement of 
public funds were examined and audited. Vouchers and 
cancelled checks were compared with supporting invoices 
and payrolls as well as entries in the books of record. 
Receipts were checked by source and totals of receipts 
and expenditures verified. Book balances were verified by 
comparison with reconciled bank balances made from 
statements obtained from depositary banks. 


Tax Accounts 
Tax warrants for the levies of 1944 and 1943, and 
tax sale accounts for the levies of 1937 to 19438, inclusive, 
were examined as of October 16, 1944. Summaries indi- 
cating the activity in the tax warrant and tax sale ac- 
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counts are presented in Schedule A-2, A-2-a and A-2-b, 
respectively. The unredeemed taxes as of October 16, 
1944, are listed in Schedule A-2-c. 


The accounts of Allen L. Cole, Collector, were aud- 
ited as of December 20, 1943, and the accounts of Frank 
H. Bailey, Collector,. for the period from December 20, 
1943 to March 15, 1944. 


Town Clerk 


The accounts of the town clerk were examined and 
audited. All funds received by the clerk on account of the 
issuance of motor vehicle permits and dog licenses were 
properly accounted for through remittances to the treas- 
urer or cash on hand. Summaries of these accounts ap- 
pear in Schedules A-4 and A-4-a. 


Road Agent 


The payrolls and checks issued by the road agent were 
examined. Summarized statements of the road agent’s 
account, including reconciliation of the bank balance as — 
of October 17, 1944, are included in Schedules A-3 and 
A-3-a. 


It was noted that the suggestions made last year re- 
lative to the numbering of checks and other matters have 
been adopted by the road agent, which resulted in a very 
material improvement in the accounts of this official. 


Trust Funds 
The trust funds accounts were examined and the 
total amount of principal and unexpended income, as of 
October 17, 1944, was verified as being on deposit in the 
Dartmouth Savings Bank and the Dartmouth National 
Bank. (Schedule A-5) 


Library Treasurer 
The receipts and expenditures of the treasurer of the 
library were checked and the treasurer’s bank balance 
reconciled. (Schedule A-6) | 


Library funds in the Dartmouth Savings Bank, 
amouting to $1,103.75, as of January 31, 1944, were veri- 
fied as being on deposit in that bank. (Schedule A-6-a) 
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Surety Bonds 
The surety bonds of the town officers, who are re- 
quired by law to furnish such bonds, were examined and 
found to be correct in form and sufficient in amount. A 
list of the officials, the amounts of their bonds and the 
names of the surety companies which issued the bonds, 
will be found in Schedule A-7. 


General Comments 

The Town of Lyme closed the last fiscal year (Janu- 
ary 31, 1944) in a very favorable cash position. The cash 
balance of $13,268.52 was offset by current liabilities 
(balance of school appropriation, dog licenses due school 
district and unexpended Town Road Aid appropriation) 
amounting to $4,418.17. This indicated a cash surplus on 
that date of $8,850.35. By using $2,000 of this cash sur- 
plus, it was possible for the town to reduce its 1944 tax 
rate to $3.00, which is seven cents per hundred: lower 
than the average rate for the whole state this year and 
the lowest rate for the town since 1939. 


The accounts and records of all town officials were 
found in good condition and the acounting procedure con- 
formed to the uniform system prescribed by the Division. 


The provisions of Section 31, Chapter 211, of the 
Laws of 1939, require that this report or a summary of 
its essential features shall be published in the next annual 
town report. This letter of transmittal should be included 
in its entirety but the inclusion of Exhibits and Schedules 
is optional. 


We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of 
Lyme for their assistance during the course of the audit.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board and Citizens of 
the School District of Lyme: 


The twenty-sixth report by a Superintendent of 
Schogls, the seventeenth by the present encumbent, is 
herewith presented. It forms a part of the annual report 
of the school board for the School year 1943 and 1944. 


General: The work of the schools has progressed 
satisfactorily along normal lines. There have been a few 
changes in Teachers. One was caused by the resignation 
of a teacher who had served the town well for more 
than twenty years, Mrs. Charlotte Perkins. The pupils 
have continued to participate in the war service drives. 
This included this year the collection of milkweed pods, 
Junior Red Cross activities, and the purchase of War 
Stamps. 


Budget: The budget calls for a little larger expen- 
diture than the one last year. This is due mainly to the 
increase in the items for teachers’ salaries, transporta- 
tion, fuel, and health. In order to maintain anything like 
a satisfactory staff of teachers, it is becoming increas- 
ingly necessary to pay them higher salaries not only in 
order to compete with other communities but.in order to 
secure well trained teachers. Transportation costs are a 
little higher because some of the routes have been ex- 
tended and because it is necessary occasionally to estab- 
lish new routes when families move into neighborhoods 
so far distant from schools as to make it improper for the 
pupils to walk. The other items of the budget remain at 
about the same level unless unexpected complications 
arise. This budget will meet the needs of the schools for 
the ensuing year. 


Repairs: The major repair for this year was the 
installation of a new water pump and tank at the Plain 
School. The thousand gallon tank which was installed 
and the new pump together with some repairs to the 
plumbing have made it possible to provide a better water 
supply for the building than has been the case since we 
had such a large number of pupils there. It is recognized 
that the flow of water is still limited. The time may come 
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when it will be necessary to drive another well to supple- 
ment the present output. The other repairs have been 
simply those that were required to keep the building 
from deteriorating. It might not be too long before atten- 
tion will need to be given to the roof at the Plain School. 
It will be desirable to continue the plans for redecorating 
the school rooms as soon as the present paint becomes 
too soiled to be serviceable. 


State Aid: In as much as the Legislature of ’43 
raised a sufficient amount of funds that nearly met the 
demand of the several school districts there has been an 
increase in State Aid. It will be necessary for the present 
and future Legislatures to meet the demand set up under 
the state law as possible for a community in order to have 
this increase continued. Lyme will receive a propor- 
tionate share of this increase due to a little higher salary 
rate for teachers and increased transportation. There is 
before the present Legislature a bill to provide for trans- 
portation of High School pupils to the High School. In . 
this case there would be a still greater increase in the 
amount of State Aid granted a community if this law 
were passed and a requisite amount of funds be made 
available at the state level. It is reasonable to assume 
that the present amount of state aid will be continued. 
It would relieve some of the hardship accruing with some 
families with several children who are attending or about 
to attend High School if state aid can be granted for the 
transportation of such children. . 


Post War Education: It is clear from recent studies 
in the field of education that the majority of the people 
in the country support the idea that the basic skills of 
learning must be well taught. The education program of 
the schools will need to be reemphasized. The manpower 
situation will no doubt be so greatly improved that it will 
behoove every parent to see to it that his boy or girl has 
an opportunity to attend High School. The content of 
the several subjects will need to be enriched and made 
more vital. Lessons learned from the training of soldiers 
indicate that more and more emphasis will need to be 
placed upon visual education. Even in small schools mov- 
ing pictures on an educational basis may well become a 
part of the school program. The wide spread influence 
of the war and its far flung ramifications may mean that 
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more and more coordination of Geography and History 
must take place. The American way of living and ethical 
and character training should become a vital part of the 
whole program. It is probable that improved school 
buildings and more adequate facilities should be made 
available even for our smaller school unit. ‘Since the 
ideal of equal opportunity is fundamental in American 
democracy action will need to be taken to translate this 
ideal into reality.”” Education seems to have been the 
most effective agency in preparing the aggressors for 
war. It should also be made a similarly effective agency 
in preparing American youth to meet the varying condi- 
tions of life. 


The continued support of the School Board and citi- 
zens of Lyme is much appreciated. Teachers and pupils 
alike are interested in making the best contributions 
possible to the cause of education in our community. It 
is their purpose to continue to merit the cooperation and 
friendly attitude so frequently expressed by the citizens.
